RUSSIA AND PALESTINE. 


We observe with satisfaction that the President of the Board of 
Deputies is to make a statement on the new situation in Russia at a 
meeting of the Board next Sunday. We trust that this statement, 
although very much belated, will express that whole-hearted sympathy 
with the Revolution, and with those who are guiding its destinies, which 
the entire community, like all the rest of the country, strongly and 
deeply feels. We trust, too, that it will be followed by a resolution 
moved by the President that will obviate the necessity for submitting 
to the Board the motion on the subject which stands in the name 
of a private member. We say this because it is obvious that every 
ounce of support, which Jewish individuals and organisations in this and 
other Entente countries can give the new powers tHat be, is urgently 
mecessary, not only for the consolidation of the new régime but 
also in the interests of tte freedom of Russian Jews and their relations 
with the remainder of the country. The support from the Board of 
Deputies should therefore be official in origin. Russia is to-day looking for 
moral sustenance from all her Allies, and Jews, of all peoples, musf not be 
conspicuous for their lukewarmness or silence, if the comradeship of 
Russian and Jew is not to be marred, with fatal results. But Russia at this 
moment is not our only concern. We do not know whether, under the 
rules of the Board, the President is, under the terms of the Agenda, 
limited, in bis statement, to events in Russia. We hope that he is 
not, for—in addition to a word of greeting as ally of this country to 
the United States, which contain nearly a gqnarter of the Jewish 
race—there is one subject which is in somesenses the most important, and 
about which we should like to hear from him. It is urgent—very 
urgent—that some explici® statement should be made now as to where the 
Conjoint Committee stands in the momentous matter of Jewish aspira- 
tions in regard to Palestine, and we much regret that no reference 
to the subject appears on next Sunday's agenda. The last we beard on 
the point was that negotiations were afoot between the Committee and 
the Zionists. Since then events have not stood still, either within Palestine 
or without. How does the matter stand as between Jewish Nationalists and 
the Conjoint Committee? What, in particular, we are anxious about is, that 
Jewish Nationalism, now at the crisis of its fate, should not be hampered, 
thwarted, baulked of its ripening fruit by any divergence of Jewish atti- 
tude—apything like Jewish opposition is, we imagine, out of the question. 
We desire that any doubt, however, that may exist upon the matter in con- 
sequence of the views of certain members of the Committee expressed in the 
past, should be allayed by a frank declaration of the Committee’sposition. We 
would even go further and venture the hope that, in the interests of all con- 
cerned, a firm declaration should go forth from the Board that the Committee, 
if it cannot support the Jewish Nationalist Movement, should not iuterfere 
with those who do, The Board should make it crystal clear that it will not 
tolerate or pardon—as the Jewish people will not tolerate or pardon—any 
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) Jew to tbe colours is to clothe his share io the war with a clear and living 


such hostility, open or covert. We say this not only as convinced Jewish 
Nationalists, bat also because we have strong reason to believe that nothing 
connected with Palestine is really so essential to the interests of Great 
Britain and her Allies as some arrangement which will foster and help in 
that country the beginnings of what may uilimately be a Jewish nation. 
This question is not one of Jewish patriotism only—great and imperious 
as that consideration must be—it is one, too, of Brilish patriotism, of regard 
for the vital interests of this country and her companions in arms. It has 
indeed been so envisaged by some Jews in this country for many years, as 
an article in another column reminds us. It is now becoming recognised 
by many thoughtful non-Jews as well. In such a mater the Jewish 
community of England cannot grope and struggle in the dark. It cannot 
hazard its reputation as a body of good Jews tenacious of its Jewish ideals, 
or of loyal English citizens passionately devoted to the cause of Britain. 
It must know now exactly what is being done by the body chiefly responsible 
to it in such matters, and how, if at all, its own name is being pledged. We 
devoutly hope that the course the Conjoint Committee will take will be such 
as will deserve the recognition— we trust even the gratit ude—of every Jewish 
Nationalist and Anglo-Jewish patriot. Bat at the moment we have no 
knowledge, no guidance; and we hope, therefore, that by some means there 
will be elicited at the meeting of the Board on Sunday a definite, 
and unmistakable statement as to where the Conjoint Committee stands 
and what policy it intends to pursue. Light is the pre-eminent need 
of the moment.

SAY “ PALESTINE ”! 


A CORRESPONDENT, Mr. B. HORwWiICH, sends us an interesting letter 
upon the subject of the recruiting of Russian-born Jews. Mr. HORWICH, 
who is himself of Russian birth, points out that, quite apart from such con- 
siderations as pacificism, the Russian Jew in this country is sceptica! as to 
advantages which Jews, as such, will derive from their military efforts, and 
our correspondent suggests that the only way to attract the Kussian-born 


Jewish interest. In a word, Mr. HorRwicuH claims that if Palestine could 
be set before the Jew as a definite objective by the Allies, an interest and 
enthusiasm would be aroused that would make a speedy end of any 
reluctance to Jewish enlistment anywhere. The suggestion, 
we may think of the duty in regard to military service of 
the Russian-born Jew in this country, has obviously not a 
little substance. Indeed, it but follows upon the line of other belli- 
gerents. Wecan easily imaginethattheblazoning of Palestine onthe Entente 
oriflamme would draw on thousands of eager Jews as fighters where a 
summons less directly stirring to the Jew might bring only half-hearted 
conscripts. A gleam of the enthusiasm which would be provoked shines 
brightly in the eloquent words spoken by the Jewish Chaplain to the Home 
Forces, the Rev. S. Lipson, at the Hammersmith Synagogue on the, las¢ 
day of the Jewish Festival of Freedom. “We are lifted up,” he said, 
because of the march of British Forces into Palestine, a movement that 
thrills our hearts and kindles the imagination, that sets us aglow with al! its 
latent possibilities for the establishment of the Jew in the land of his 
fathers, the re-creation of the Jewish State, no longer a dream, no longer a 
vision. not merely a hope, but, with God’s wil, an accomplished fact.’ This 
sentiment, thus found so conspicuously in one doing excellent service as an 
officer in the British Army, we know to be very general among Jews of all 
classes everywhere and passionately held by many of our people. 
Some such idea as is here suggested may therefore, at all events, be 
worth considering. The taking of the Palestinian question out of the 
twilight of discussion, and its presentation in more concrete form would, 
indeed, we believe have results eminently profitable to the whole Allied 
cause. In the past week or so there have been reports of a desire upon the 
part of what we may call the Jewish “ Intelligenzia’"’ in Russia to bring 
about an end of the war, even by a separate peace. However exaggerated 
these rumours may be, it is conceivable that they contain some basis 
of fact. If that assumption be correct, it occurs to us that it is equally con. 
ceivable that some such step as is suggested by our correspondent would 
infuse added interest in the war not only in Russian Jews, but also in their 
coreligionists in the United States and in neutral lands. Nor can we 
doubt the effect of saying “Palestine '’ upon the thousands of Jews in the 
German and Austrian armies, for we know the strong support and influence 
exercised in favour of the Zionist Movement, ever since its foundation, by 
our coreligiorist in those lands. Discouragement spread among foes in the 
form of reluctance to fight against a given object is as valuable for victory as 
encouragement in the form of an enthusiastic desire to fight for a given 
object, among friends. If there be anything in the whole idea, the Authori. 
{ies might consider whether, since the Jew—particularly now that America 
has entered the War on the side of the Allies—is so important an element 
in the Entente, it is not worth while to provide an objective whereby the 
enthusiasm andthe zeal, in the fight, of Jews — Russian not the least—-might be 
redoubled. It would be the addition of a glorious ideal to the fine aspirations 
of the War, and the plan itself, as we observe above, it is now recognised in 


whatever 


many quarters is.as vital to British interests in the East as to the even greater 


cause of the future peace of the world. Why not say * " Palestine "now?

WE have already referred to the statements of the Petrog ad corre,

Those allegations have since, thanks largely to the prompt 
energy of the London Conjoint Committee, by inquiry on the spot, been 
triumphantly refuted, and we looked, if not for the amende honorable by 
the Times, at least for a disavowal of the original charge. Instead, our 
contemporary, on Thursday last, published a fresh statement in which it 
said that it had been informed by its correspondent of the authority on 
which he wrote, and that his observations were telegraphed to London 
in the best interests of the Jews themselves. The 7Jimes then went 
on to quote from its correspondent a passage in which he men- 
tioned the offer of high posts to two Jewish lawyers, and continued 
as follows :—*" They have set an excellent example to their coreligionaries. 
It is high time for the Russian Jews publicly to dissociate themselves 
from the demagogues.” Now, it will be seer siti that there is, in all 
this, no repudiation of the original, most damaging, charges. Despite the 
crushing refutation from a number of influential quarters, nothing is with- 
drawn. All that is said is that the correspondent has informe the Titres 
of the anthority upon whom he relied, but who the authority is, and 
whether he is good, bad or indifferent, and- whether the Times believes 
him in preference to those who assert the reverse, we are nottoid. Not 
content with this unsatisfactory handling of the matter, the paper goes on 
to repeat its former declaration’ urging the Russian Jews public’y to dis- 
sociate then 


iselves from the “demagogues,” thus not only implying that 


the Urieff accusation is adhered to, but actually implicating the whole of 


Russian Jewry in the doings of the Extremists. Our readers—and cvery 

fair-minded man-—-will agree with us that this is a most reprehensible way 

of dealing with a difficu't and dangerous question in crucial circumstances 

of the utmost delicacy. But itis, too, singularly unworthy of the best tradi 

tions of what we still like to think of as the greatest journal in this or any 

other country. Let us alsoadd an expression of the hope that no Kussian Jew 


will be so ill-advised as to imperil the national—which involve vital Jewish 


interests by extreme or impulsive conduct that may hamper the pro- 
gress of the Revolution. Our coreligionists; we are snre, will realise 
the truth of the british Premier's reminder that freedom can 
only be secured if combined with. discipline. With equal 
earnestness we hope that our coreligionists will give no heed to the 
Peace intrigues which have been engineered by the Central Powers, 
and which if they succeeded would be utterly disastrous, not least for the 
Russian Jews themselves. .The Jews of Kussia, we cannot but believe. 
will not be ensnared by the transparent German manceuvre, but will go 
ahead steadily upon the lines marked out. by the trusted leaders of the 


nation, recognising that along those lines alone can there be created a free 
Kussia and a happy Jew ry.

RESSING THE NATION,” 

Tii£ suppression of the foreign circhlation of the Nation has all along 
rane been both unnecessary and unwise, and the debate 
on tbe subject which took place in the House of Commons on Tuesday 

onfirms us in that view. Mr. MASSINGH - language in reference to British 
arms, in our opinion, was, as Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL-remarked during the 
debate, unfortunate, but it did not in the least warrant the step that was taken 

—-a step which, let us add, the Germans will, of course, advertise far and wide 
in a perverted form for their own advantage. As a newspaper, we have 
naturally a strong feeling against any interference with that most precious 
and vital of principles, the Jiberty of the Press. As citizens; we hold that 
liberty,even in critical times like the present, to be essentia] to the country. 
But as Jews we have a special concern in the maintenance of the free 
expression of opinion,. knowing as we do from the experience of our 
people throughout the ages that the liberty of minorities may be their 
one hope to-day—and the salvation of the majority to-morrow. We 
do not forget either what happened only a little while ago 
in the particular case of the JewisH CHRONICLE at the time of the 
infamous “evacuations” in Russia. Those atrocities were committed” 
nominally on the ground of military necessity and patriotic requirements. 
But this journal realised their true motive and their serious effect on the 
Allies’ cause, particularly in neutral countries where they were being 
exploited by Germans for anti-Ally propaganda. We therefore 
exposed them to the light uf British public opinion. The con- 
sequence of our action to ourselves was—a threat of dire pains 
and penalties. But the “ 
Allies—ceased, largely we are happy to think, as a result of our expos¢, and 
the Grand Duke NICHOLAS, who was responsible for the cruelties, and who 
is now rendered harmless in his compulsory retirement, was removed from 
the sphere of his wickeduess and folly. We feel the more free to express 
the opinion we do concerning the proceedings against the Nation, because 
we do not see eye to eye with our contemporary in its policy and views 
in regard tothe war. But we are convinced that their propagation in the 
responsible manner always adopted by the Nation can do . infinitely less 
harm than their forcible suppression. We hope the Government wil 
recognise the blunder that has been committed, and will proceed to repair 
it lest its effects become even more serious than they now are likely to be.

The ‘ Mission” of the Jew. 
Material and Spiritual, 


HE manumission of our people with the rest of the erstwhile 
subjects of th: last of Russia's Tsars—at least as they have been 
known for centuries—is an event which only History can place in 
its true perspective, lo attempt now, while the Kevolution is 

still inchoate, like molten lava thrown up from the hell-fires of injustice 
and cruelty, to estimate its exact historic significance, were to indulge in 
inere futile prophecy. But we can make sure that our eyes have beheld one 
of the great happenings of the world, an epoch to which men and women 
for generations to come will look as toa point d'appui of Civilisation and 
of Progress. And if the Russian Revolution is destined thus to take a 
position of prominence in the world’s history, then the release cf halt the 
Jewish race from one of the most persistent of the galling tyrannies it has 
ever endured must. become an event predominant.in Jewish history. Its 
effects upon Jews and Judaism for all time, must beincalculable. It is probably 
not exaggeration but just sober fact, that will be proved ia the occurence, 
to say that those who come after us will tell how the Jews now. living were 
in existence at the second great Passover. But let us not be under any 
delusion. The Jews in Russia cannot yet be reasonably thought of as 
through ail their troubles, or as if the completion of their manumission had 
been accomplished. 


T is more than probable that there is still a “long, long, way to Tipper: 
ary’ for the Russian Jew. The Revolution there has shown us that 

the days of miracies are by no méans passed away, and that anything, even 
theleast to beforeseen, may quite possibly happen. But it beggars conception 
to imagine that six or miliions of Jews can be transformed from 
hunted, persecuted, degraded, and hounded creatures, as so many of out 
people have been in Russia, to free citizens with rig! 
and opportunities equal to those of all 


sevell 


US, privileges, 


status, other Russian citizens, 
without an ebb. Itis inconceivable that their progress from slavery to 
freedom will be:accomplished with the rapidity of a bird's fiight across 
the heavens. When a great social and political earthquake has occurred 
such as that of which Russia has’ been the scene, there are certain to be 


innumerable pitfails left tor the unwary. Iuto them, too, are certain to 
tumble those who refuse to walk the wayupon which theyare directed but who 
prefer to beat for a path of their own. Unhappily, ia Kussian Jewry this is 

_apresent danger, forthat Jewry is cursed with that” blessing’’ which the Rabbi 
in the story placed upon the community that treated himscurvily. It has a 
veritable multitude of leaders and yet no single leader.who has power ‘and 
influence to direct it. We cannot be surprised at this state of affairs. These 
people are not alone Jews, They are Jews who for generations have so 
suffered that it is.a wonder and a marvel that their moral stamina is not 
utterly undermined. And it is moral stamina which is what we have to 
rely upon when we ask of men and women the self-suppression or even the 
self-repression which is the basis of all discipline. Thecomplete passing of 
the Russian Jew from bondage to liberty is not yet completed. It may well 
for some time to come form for us a subject for anxious care. The Jew 
in Rassia has won his civic and political liberty for all time; but let us 
watch coming events there narrowly none the less. 


OR it would be a cardinal error if the manumission of the Jew in Russia 
were envisaged only as a Kusso-Jewish question, a matter for the con. 
cern of our brethren in Russia in any sense exclusively. A still greater 
blunder would be to regard it as a question of Philanthropy, the manner in 
which to far too large an extent Russo-Jewish problems have been looked 
at by Jews in Western lands, The false idea has been nourished, that because 
the immediate need of the Jews in Russia has,in one form or another, 
demanded the exercise of beneficence, beneficence was the alpha and the 
omega of the ‘whole question. In truth, it is the mere fringe ; and although 
it would be wrong to impugn the high and unselfish motives of those who 
year after year have piled wealth upon wealth for the benefit of the Jews 
in Russia, as a matter of sheer fact the money has been expended not on 
charity but really on Jewish self-protection. Thereal credit due to those who 
have lavished their substance upon the Russo-Jews is that they have per- 
formed a great service to Jewry. But it has been the service of assuage- 
ment and not the service of cure, of temporary relief and not of radical 
betterment. And, sub-consciously, it has been done because to have 
left the Russo-Jews to the full effects of the fate which one of the 
vilest systems of government that ever cumbered the earth designed 
for them, must have prejudiced, perchance fatally, the position, 
the prestige, and the prospects of the Jewries of all lands, It 
follows that in the raising by the Revolution of the status of the 
Jew in Russia the position, the prestige, and the prospects of Jews in all 
other countries are pro tanto benefited, - The manumission of the Jew in 
Russia means the removal of a constant menace from the Jews of all! the® 
world. ‘ It is like the lifting from us all of a crushing load, the removal 
of a stifling burden. We can all to-day breathe more freely, and 
not in the least because in all probability the new position of 
our brethren in Russia will obviate the necessity for constant 
appeals in one way and another for contributions for them. That would 
not make the d flerence, for at the worst or best no one has exactly broken 
his neck, as they say on the Rialto, over his donations to the relief of 
Russian Jews. It is because half therace is {ree instead of in persecution, 
and the Jew stands to-day before the world not with half his body under 
the degradation of chains, rendered useless by galling fetters, but with every 
limb at liberty, unhampered. Half the Jewry of the world shackled is asa 
man with half his body paralysed to uselessness. | 


ie can thus be readily seen how the manumission of the Jew in Russia, 
though most directly affecting him, is of equal importance to us here and to 
the Jew in America, or, for that matter, to the Jew in every other part of the 
world. It follows that-we have avery personal and intimate interest in| 


the progress of the Russian Revolution and that for our own sakes it will 
be well for us. to watch carefully and narrowly events in Russia. I always 
think that the adjuration of the Passover Hagadah is of immense force 
which bids us regard ourselves as if we ourselves bad made the exodus 
from Egypt. That is the true view ; because the results of History, good or 
bad, are visited upon the heirs of History to the thousandth generation, 
And, if we cannot dissociate ourselves from our ancestors we cannot from 
our contemporarics. The Revolution in Russia brought Freedom to us 
here, to the Jews of all the world and not alone to the Jews in Russia. 


UT great and glorious as is the release of half the race from the age- 
long thraldom of persecution, the freeing of half the race from the 
paralysing influence of repression, we shall commit a prime blunder in 
regard to it if we view it with distorted perspective. It is quite easy to 


exaggerate the importance of the greatest events. It is easier 
to endow events with qualities they do not possess, and forget 
that all happenings, even the greatest, have necessarily their limita- 
tions. And even the Russian Revolution from the Jewish aspect has. 


For though it l:as freed the Jew materially, it leaves him spiritually bound. 
His civic and political emancipation in Russia has released his body, but the 
soul of the Jew is still in exile. As I have seen it well suggested, Russia 
has conferred a priceless boon on individual Israelites; the people Israel, 
however, still awaits its redemption. That cannot be vouchsafed to Israel, 
so long as, as one whom I shall quote more extensively presently is fond of 
saying, the Jewish world-position is the ridiculous one of a pyramid set 


upon its apex. 
ie is not the purpose of the present writer to argue the “ pros ” 
cons ’—and in bis view it has many serious 
National Movement. Bat it

and the 
‘cons ’’—of the Jewish 
is remarkable, it is within the region of 
that this war, which has given to our people litical 


freedom in Russia, seems likely to give them, too, national freedom 
in’ Palestine. It looks as if the Almighty, in His inscrutable ways, 
were preparing His people for their great redemption by first releasing 
them from the degradation of material bondage. He is repeating His 
wondrous works! How codld the children of-Israel have become a nation 
unless they had first redeemed .themselves from the slavery Pharaoh 
had imposed upon them? And best of all, it seems that Palestine, 
with the Jew’s national being there, is to be his, not from any sense of 
charity or sympathy, so much as because of a conviction that the Jewish 
occupation of Palestin its re-peopling by the nation for whose re! t 
has waited, tallow and desolate, for centurics, is a necessity to the 

under whose government it will surely come, and through that Empire’ 
to the Peace of the world. lhe tact that the Jew is wanted for Palestine is, 
indeéd, the-most hopeful feature of a hopeful outlook. It a strange, almost 
weird, whirlicig of liistory that is bringing Great Britain to Valestine and 
is causing this country, in the interests of world-peace, to turn to the Jews 


to sateguard by their presence there that critical corner of her vast domains.

Editor of this journal for one of the London ‘dailies close upon twenty)

years ago. Irom it he allows me to «quote spime lines which, to say the 
least, are topical :— 


If there is one country that more than another should be anxious 
to have its finger ia the Palestine pie be wrote with the future possi- 
bilities that await it when Jewish capital and Jewish energy are-turned 
to its redemption, that country should be LEogland. For, in addition 
to itS position in relation to the trade of the Far East, Palestine is 
next door to Egypt and it is on the highway to India. But, as usual, 
this country is being outstripped. The German Emperor saw the 
possibilities and the great advantages to the world of the Zionist 
movement almost from its initial conception. He took care to 
receive Dr. Herzl during his visit to Palestine, and to give 
the Zionist leader the assurance of his strong interest in 
the movement. He thus stole a march on this country, which 
it will take much for it to counteract. lor, Germany has been 
fostering a sphere of influence in Palestine, and it has not neglected 
the Zionist movement. England whose interests in Palestine of the 
future are supreme has ignored it. . . . Perhaps before it is too 
late our Foreign Otlice may be induced to see if the future of Palestine 
is not well worth its consideration, especially in relation to the Zionist 
movement. 


Well. it has been said of England, that she never uses an umbrella till she 

is wet through, and even then dislikes carrying one. Lut if not too late, at 

least full belatedly she bas turned to consider the future of Palestine; and 

there are signs, not a few, that it is to Jewish national reinstatement there 

that she is looking in view of future possibilities. 

\ ITH our people free, civilly and politically, the world over—Rumania 
does not count and Russia was our last persecutor—our people are 


more favourably equipped than at any time since the diaspora 
for re-forming their national existence. The position Palestine 
is likely to occupy at the Peace Conference, and the needs 


of England, the truest friend of the Jew for generations, give us a 
relation to Palestine the most favourable conceivable for building up anew 
the Jewish nation. It will not be possible to say of these times that the 
days of miracles had passed if mayhap this war, from which of all peoples 
Jews have been among the bitterest sufferers, broke the last chains of our 
material bondage and laid the. first foundations of our spiritual freedom in a 
re-Nationalised Jewry.

PETROGRAD. 

At last accurate news have reached here of the tragic fate of our Galician 
Core!izgionis's at Sniatin. During the first Russian advance in Galicia, the then 
anti-Semitic authorities exiled from Sniatin four thousand Jews, who were ordered 
“to take up their residence " at Tchertkoff and Egelnitzi. Some months ago, after 
Genera! Brusiloft s successes in Galicia, they were permitted to return to Sniatin, 
but no sooner had they begun to make a move than an order came withdrawing 
the permit. A little later they were again authorised to return, and this time they 
were abie to take advantage of theconcession. Acorrespondent ofthe Retch who 
visited Sniatin states that one thousand Jews had already returned to the town, 
and that many others were expected there The returning exiles found that all 
houses which had been left intact. were occupied: hence they were obliged to 
settle in ruins.. The premises in which they took up their residence had no doors 
or windows. they were not 1ished, and bottles of oil served aslamps, The 
correspondent described the tragedy of the spectacle witnessed by him of two old 
Jews carrying 1 door left in somebody s house to their own ruined home. In 
aidition, the extreme cold weather added greatly to the misery of the half-naked 
old Jews, Jewesses and clrildren seen in the streets.

How the Jews Welcome their Liberty. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PETROGRAD. 


When the new Government came into power and the overthrow of the old 
régime was an accomplished fact, great rejoicings arose among our brethren, who 
at once saw the road to liberty open to them. At meetings in the provinces 
welcoming the new régime Jewish speakers explained to Jewish audiences the 
significance of the event. At Petrograd, MM. Warshavsky, Sliosberg, and 
Vinaver spoke at the Jewish Club, the latter expressing his pleasure at the part 
Played by the Jews in the Revolution. 


Rabbi Maze and Dr. Tchlenow, the Zionist leader, spoke at Moscow. The 


former wept for joy and appealed to the Jews to remain true to their religion. 
A wounded Christian army officer greeted the Jewish gathering and spoke with 
delight of the removal of the anti-Jewish restrictions. He also praised the 
heroism of the Jewish soldiers. 

“Io the minds and hearts of the people,” states Deputy Velichov, “a great 
change hastaken place. The patriotism of free citizens has « onqguered Chauvinism, 
Equal rights and justice for all are the order of the day in Russia.” Indeed, the 
remarkable manner in which former anti-Semites, reactionary priesis and members 
of the Nationalist Party have come to recognise the advisability of emancipating 
the Jews is one of the wonders of history. It proyes that most of our enemies 


were only foes * by order,” and the moment their chains were cut they discarded | 


anti-Semitism. Above ali, Deputy Velichov welcomed the passionate pro-Jewish 
speeches of the formerly reactionary priests. In days gone by they were pillars of 
Jew-baiting, and on their assurances rested the bureaucratic “ cohvenient theory ” 
that freedom for Jews would be followed by a peasant.rising against our brethren. 
Now, however, fed by Deputy Nekrassoff, the Minister of Ways and Communi- 
Cations, the motto of Free Russia is to remove the nickname Szidi (for Jews) 
from Russian, society. “ We only know Russian citizens of the Jewish faith,” 
proclaimed M. Nekrassoff in the Duma, where but a short time ago even Octobrists 
regarded the nickname Seid: as a parliamentary expression. . 


Black Hundreds’ Agitation Frustrated. 
[FROM OUR CORRESTONDENT.} 


PETROGRAD 

Immediately after the abdication of Nicholas Romanoff, as the ex-Tsar is now 
known here, the Black Hundreds at Kishineft, Odessa, Olviopol, Ekater.nburg and 
Mohileff, and in the Caucasus, began to agitate against the Jews and to prepare 
for pogroms. In Petrograd itself mysterious crosses and two-leaded eagles 
appeared on many houses, and a motor car decorated with flags attempted to 
distribute pogrom pamphlets. At Olviopol (mear Elizabethgrad), the old police 
Openly refused to assist the Jews, and the local community had to appeal to 
Odessa for immediate help. In all other places the old police secretly assisted 
the Giack Hundreds. However, the Municipal and Zemsivo authorities who 
were entrusted by the new Government with the administration of the provinces, 
as well as the soldiers dnd workmen, everywhere silenced the agitators. At 


Odessa the Real Russian Mayor Pelican was deposed and placed under 
detention. A special company of soldiers kept order at O-viopol. 
Searches made in the houses of Real Russians revealed secret stores 


of arms and huge accounts of subsidies given by the old Government. At. 


Petrograd the Real Russian headquarters were attacked by a crowd which 
removed all weapons and publicly burnt all documents. Many agitators were 
arrested. Special efforts were made by the revolutionary leaders to impress upon 
the people not to believe the anti-Semites, who even ventured to entrust the 
Bishop of Ekaterinburg with the tisk of attacking the Jews and the new Govern- 
mentinthe Church. The peop!e, however, declined to act on his suggestion, and 
took up the attitude advised by the revolutionary leaders. The crowds responded 
to the agitators that “The Jews were not a bad psople, and if some of them were 
too clever, it was not a sin.”

The Chief Rabbi's Greeting. 


The Chief Rabbi has conveyed to the Russian Revolution, through tbe 
Daily Chronicle, the following message of welcome : 

1 reachly comply with the request for an expression of opinion on the 
opening of the new era in Russia—a request that reaches me during Passover, 
which is the oldest festival of liberty im the world. The Jews of the British 
Empire, together with all-forward-looking men, are thrilled by the glorious tidings 
which the last month has brought. They realise that these stupendous happen- 
ings form a landmark of the first importance in the annals of humanity. For 
150,000,000 human beings the Sun of Freedom and Righteousness has arisen 
with healing in its wings; and a government of the people, by.the peaple, and for 
the people is now for all time breaking the political, racial, and religious fetters of 
the old despotism. 

In such a free and regenerated Russia, the martyrdom of my Ressian 
brethren, who were for a thousand years accounted .as stepchildren of Russia, 
is at an end, They gladly forget the horror.and infinite-misery meted out to 
them in recent decades. Patriotism with the jew is an ethical passion and love 
of country the highest of religious commands, even as it is written in Jeremiah the 
Prophet: “ Seek ye the welfare of your city and pray unto the Lord for it; for in 
its welfare shall bs your peace.” None have fought more bravely in this war 
than Russia's Jewish children, none have died more readily in her-service. . In 
all loyalty and utmost sacrifice they will continue to live and, if need be, to.die. far. 
their great Motherland—till the proud citadel of militarism is laid low, aad trib by 


the victory of the Allied nations justice, liberty; and brotherhood are «the irmts 


of peace for all the dwellers on earth. 
Dr. Nordau on the Revolution. 


In response to a telegram sent by the Jewish Morning Journal, of New York, 
Dr. Max Nordau cabled from Madrid the following view as to the Russo-jJewish 
position in regard to the Revolution: “The Russian Revolution is the greatest 
event in history since the French Revolation of 1789.

been robbed. God grant that this sudden and miraculous change in the mode of 
the Government may not alter all prove the will-o’-the-wisp, and that the country 
and our own kith and kin may never be deprived of the taste of that sweet liberty’ 
which has just been placed within their grasp, but which we in other lands have 
known and recognised for some time past, and the possession of which we have 
endeavoured to repay in all gratitude by continuous acts of loyalty and devotion, 
and by our cheerful and ready co-operation in the interests of the countries in 
which we live, at all times and on all occasions. 


The Rev. S. Lipson on the New Era.

And we are lifted up, too, because of that other movement, the march of 
Briiish Forces into Palestine, a movement that thrills our hearts and kindles the 
imagination, that sets us aglow with all its latent possibilities for the establish- 
ment of the Jew in the land of his fathers, 


THE RE-CREATION OF A JEWISH STATE 


Do longer a dream, no longer a vision, not merely a hope, but with God's will an 
accomplished fact. I see, then, from out the long night the dawn of a day before 
whose brightness all others shall pale. lTrom supineness we already have 
suffered much. Its deadening influences have been absent from very few of our 
communal movements. And in these days when events are transpiring that 
must before long profoundly afiect the well-being of the whole of Jewry, it would 
be difficult to point to a single Jewish Institution that has uttered the rallying cry 
to a larger Jewish outlook. Russia's Jewish millions may be issuing from darkest 
servitude to the light of Freedom; our fathers’ land may soon be restored to us 
wherein to sing the gladsome songs of Zion, but to this we are mostly oblivious 
and narrow our perspective to a petty parochialism, I speak to those who surely 
cannot altogether disregard the 


APPEAL TO THEIR JEWISH CONSCIOUSNESS. 


To you I say, make your lives Jewish in the sense in which it will advance all 
those causes that we have at heart. For centuries we have prayed for the 
re-establishment of our rights, for the opportunity of self-development, Whatever 
we are according to the land in which we had birth, whether Englishmen, 
Americans, Russians, we must always remember that above all we are 
Jews, bound to one another by a common hope, by common Sentiment, by Jewish 
aspiration, and that the standard each one must set before him must be the good 
name of Jew emphasised in every one of the relationships of life. Make your 
lives, then, Jewish, your homes jewish, prepare your child:en by Jewish teaching 


for, that great era when to. be a jew shal! be the hall-mark of all that is 


lofty and virtuous in the life of man. Is this too much to ask of the Jew when 
other nations are endeavouring to realise their bigher selves? Let us look 


within ourselves, for in the great work of the future our part must. be to stand for 
the reformation.of the individual, for the uplifting of peoples, for a force bringing

A letter was read from Mr. Leopold de Rothschild regretting bis inability to 
be present af the meeting. He stated that he. was “certdin the meeting would 
greet with joy and gladness the emancipation of the Jews in Russia, who, *: felt 


sure, would prove themselves woriby of the mighty Empire in which they lived.” 
(Cheers ) 


_ REVISION OF BYE-LAWS. 
The meeting then proceeded with the order of the day, which was chiefly 


Mr. SamMvuEL~ Moses, M.A., as-Chrairmean of the Sub-Committee appointed 
to consider the question: of unqualifed persons being elected to fill offices im the 
synagogues, presented the proposed new bye-laws to prevert such irregularities in 
the future. 

According to the amended Bye-law (59) any person who had held a seat at half price 
while under the age of twenty-five years shall, in the event of being allowed to continue 


at half price, be specifically notified that he is not entitled to be nominated for or elected 
to any office until he pays full price fur his seatand attains the necessary qua ifications. 


A discussion followed in which Dr. Israel Feldman, Messrs. Elkan N. Adler, 
I. M. Rosenbaum, S. H. Emanuel, and Arthur Berkeley took part. The proposal 
was adopted. 


A new Bye-law (61a) was then considered. It provides that a seat may be let by the 


Hon. Officers in specia) circumstances at the rate below schedule price subject to (1!) its 
being submitted to the Board of Management for ratification and approvail within three 
months {rom date.of letting; (2) that no such letting should be continued for more than 


six months uniess ratified and confirmed by the Board of Management within that 
period; and (3) the member holding such seat should be notified at the time of letting 
that he 1s not entitled to be nominated or elected to any office unless he ol-tains the 
necessary qualifications. The HKoard of Mapagement can also resume at.any time 
possession of such seat after giving fourteen days notice to the member in temporary 
possession. 

In the course of the debaie on the subject Messrs. J. Freedman, A. M. 
Wartski and ]. Trenner offered.some objections, pointing out that the synagogues 
would lose considerable sums of money, and that it would have been beiter to 
alter the Act of Parliament. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that it was quite useless opening again the 
general question. There bad been considerable trouble for some time past in 
connection with the irregular elections. It was useless to talk of loss of 
money, because they could not help themselves, being bound by an Act of 
Parliament. It might, perbaps, have been possible to have the Act altered, but 
he doubted now whether an amended Act would be in the best interests of 
Orthodox Judaism. 

After suggestions from Mr. Elkan N, Adler and Mr. F. I. Lyons, the meeting 
agreed to the above-mentioned proposal, as well as to the following, providing 

That each account rendered to a member holding a reduced-price seat shal! be 
Stamped with the words “ Temporary Seat,” and that before the close of every three 
years the Board of Management of a constituent synagogue shal! take into consideration 
the tenancy of such reduced-price seat and determine whether it shall be renewed. 


Otber alterations were also adopted. 

The various new bye-laws take effect from the date of the meeting of 
the Council. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

The meeting agreed to revised schedules of seat rentals for the North 
London, Brondesbury, and Brixton Synagogues. 

Communications were read from North London Synagogue intimating the 
resignation of the Rev. S. Munz, Reader, as from the coming October, Authority 
was given by the Council to declare a vacancy for the post of Reader. 

A communication from the Borough Synagogue, reporting gifts received in 
connection with the jubilee celebrations, was read. Mr. L. B.. FRANKLIN 
proposed that congraiulations from the Council be sent to the Borough Synagogue 
and to the Rev. M. Rosenbaum (minister) for his booklet giving the history of 
the synagogue. 

The proposal was agreed to. 

A letter was read from the United Hebrew Congregation of Johannesburg 
deploring the death of the late Mr. Albert H. Jessel. 

As the meeting was the last of the present Council, a vote of thanks, proposed 


every son and daughter, stirred by the memories of a priceless heritage, carrying 
forward to their grand fulfilment the glorious traditions of our history. 


PROJECTED JEWISH CONGRESS AT PETROGRAD.

Ona the outbreak of the war he abandoned his practice and enlisted in 
the Inns of Court O.T.C., subsequently joining his regiment as second Lieutenant. 
tle met his death leading his men, north of Thiepval, in the discharge of what is 
described as “avery difficult task under terrific fire of all descriptions.” The 
O.C. of his regiment added, “ Needless to say he and his company went forward 
' The regimental Chaplain wrote of the “conscientious way 
ie always did his duty in the Dattalion and the ability he displayed under all cir 
cumstances. Nothing could surpass the care and thoughtfuiness he had for the 
men under bis cbarge, and his loss is deeply mourned by those who are left.” 
Captain Green devoted a large portion of his life tosseial work among the youth 
of the East End of London. H2 was an energetic officer of the Jewish Lads 
Brigade. Ina letter he left for his parents in case he fell he wrote, “I only pray 
to God that I miy meet my end as an FE 1glishman and a Jew should; I have 
always been proud to be both.’

A Sermon of the Week. 


(Specially Written for the Jewisu Curonicce.] 


“TO-MORROW IS NEW MOON.” 


“Then Jonathan said unto David, to-morrow is new moon. and thou shali be missed. 
because thy seat will be empty.” —I. Samhuel «x., 18. 


In the Biblical account of creation, sun, moon, and stars are set in the 
heavens "to be for signs and seasons, for days and for years."’ Mindful of 
this fact, the Jewish consciousness interprets the revolutions of the seasons 
as sO many manifestations of God's creative power; it assigns them a 
sacred value. The sequence of day and night, the completion of each 
week, the passage of the menths, the revolving of the years, are hailed as 
reminders of the Divine government of the universe. Every New Moon is 
solemnly observed in this sense; it calls us to express anew our trust in 
the D.vine guidance. of our lives. And when, as happens this week, 
the last day. of the old month falls: on a Sabbath, it is 
specially designated © 77 “To-morrow is New Moon.” And 
whenever we announce.a New Moon we bid a regretful farewell to the 
passing month, and we welcome the incoming season with prayerful hope: 
when there is crowded into a single month the happenings of a vear, nay of 
a lifetime, what may its pissing not portend for us! The prophetical 
reading for this Sabbath is taken from the story of David and Jonathan 
holding affectionate intercourse on the eve of a fateful new moon. The 
morrow was to decide whether these two heroic friends, whose souls were 
knit to one another, whose love for each other “ was wonderful, passing the 
love of women,” were to continue in the enjoyment of their tender friend- 
ship, or to go their separate ways. Were they to go throngh life together, 
or to be parted from one another till death should bring them together 
again? The morrow would decide. The text is thus suggestive of a 
thought that comes to many of us in these days of peril and anxiety, of 

JOYOUS MEETINGS AND SORROWFUL PARTINGS, 
when many a place at the family table is occupied for a time, and then 


vacated never to be filled again. How many dear ones have gathered at 


the Seder table this year whose place next Passover will be missing! Tke 


uncertainty of life is an ever-present fact whic: overshadows’ much of 
buman happiness. Our own lives, the lives of those near to us, are only 
given tousforatims. God lend: them to us, He demands them back 
from us when in His wisdom He sees fit to recall them. Everything that 
we enjoy in life-——health, possessions, rank, honour are only committed to 
us ontrust. Any day they mike to themselves wings and fly away. But 
of All life’s goods, the most fleeting and perishable is life itself. “In the 
morning it blossometh and cometh to fruition, in the evening it is cut down 
and withereth.” Separation from beloved ones is thus a certainty which 
pursues us like the shadow which the sun in the heaven throws athwart 
our path on the earth below. It is the condition of our life's tenure, from 
which we cannot escape. The religious heart will accept it without 
repiniog, knowing that the souls of the righteous are in. the 
keeping, of God, and their hope is full of immortality.” The 
religious heart ts like the ocean, stirred to agitation by storms and tempests. 
It is only the surface which is agitated ; deep down in its inner being there 
is calm and peice. ~ Thou shalt be missed," says the text. _ But the word 
HIB a'so signifies “thou wilt be borne in mind.”

The seat may be humble, 
the task assigned to us may be commonplace and restricted, but faithfully 
fulfilled, it is work performed for the world at Jarge; and no faithful 
worker can pass out of the world without being missed by those with 
whom he has laboured. But to be missed by others when our time 
comes to depart is to be united to them in spirit, bound to them 


as we were bound to them on earth by common aims and interests, 


common labours for the general good. And this idea of spiritual union on 
earth between the living and the dead may be carried further. If a 
union of hearts persists here below so long as those we leave 
behind hold us in affectionate remembranée, it will surely persist in 
heaven, in a reunion of the spirits of the departed. The Jewish 
hope of immortality warrants our belief in a renewal of human 
intercourse in another state, in which, “passing from strength to 
strength,"’ we shall be called by God to labour and co-operate with 
others for higher than earthly ends. Earthly partings are only for a 
brief while. “To-morrow is New Moon.” No sooner is the light of the 
moon eclipsed than it is in the way of renewingitself. Ari so it is with the 
eclipse of our earthly existence. The periodic changes of the moon follow 
a regular law which has noexceptions, but the duration of life for each one 
of us defies all calculations. Therefore, let us so live and labour here’ below 
that—be our tenure of life long or short—when, sooner or later we are 
called away from our seat, we shall leave behind us an empty place from 
which we will be greatly missed. ©

OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF Dr. ZAMENHOF 
THE FOUNDER OF ESPERANTO. 


The death of Dr. Zamenhof, the distinguished founder of Esperanta 
took place on the 14th inst. at Warsaw, where he practised as an oculist 
among his coreligionists. Dr. Zamenhof 
was in his fifty-ninth year, but looked con- 
siderably older, having for some _ years 
suffered from heart trouble brought on by 
the hardships of his early life 

Lazarus Ludwig Zamenhof was born at 
Byelostok on the third day of Chanucah, in the 
year 1859. His father, Markus Zamenhof, and 
his grandfather, Fabian, were teachers of French 
and German. The latter was the pioneer of 
general culture among the Jews of Byelostok. 
ln 1873, Markus Zamenhof removed to Warsaw, 
where he became a professor of German and 
subsequently a State Councillor He compiled 


a rabbinic,l phrase-book in Hebrew Mean 
while his son was pursuing his medical studies 
at Warsaw and Moscow, and, having practised 
_as an oculist at Kherson and Grodno,. be haally 
settled down at Warsaw and laboured chiefly 
among the poorer Jews 
It was the polyglot character of his native 
town which suggested to him as a young man the idea of an international form of 
speech. Four different languages were spoken in Byelostok, and to this fact 
young Zameahof attributed the constant dissensions and misundersiandings which 
disturbed the peace of the inhabitants. Alongside of his medical work, he threw 
himself with great zest into the study of languages. Atone time Hebrew appealed

to him as a possible universal language; then he worked at Yiddish bat vy, 
he came to the conclusion that no language could become a world-wide medium 
of communication whica was not of a neutral character. In 1878 he succeeded in 
building up such a language on the basis of the Romance and T« nie t of 
modern European tongues. But it was not until 1887 that he gave tlie rd bis 
first brochure, published anonymously under the pen-name of * Doktore 
Esperanto  (I)r. Hopeful 

The success of this pamphlet was immediate. Esperanto a cisplaced 
Volapuk. Clubs and societies for its study and propagation were established in 
various Evropean countries; and in made its frstappeararce on American 


soil. Since then it has become a world-wide movemen! 
To Jews all over the world Zamenholf's life-work is a matter of profound 


interest, inasmuch as it was inspired by Jewish ideals and was suggested in the 


first instance by the needs of his Yiddish-speaking coreligionists. As he once told 
the writer of this notice, “I invented this languaye in the interests of my corel 
gionists. I saw them cut off from the rest of the wor!d by a language which they 
spoke only among themselves, and then in an uncouth form I saw them shut 
up in a Ghetto, and thus exposed to the terrible curse of mationail animosities, 
and the walis of this Ghetto were largely consiructed out of dialect. TI lialect 
not only served to alienate them from the Gentile world, but even from their own 
fellow Jews in other countries who speak the language of those countries but do 
not understand Yiddish. Thus the Jew is separated {rom his fellow-Jew as well 
as from his Christian neighbours. I saw all this, and it determined the coarse olf 
my labours. Had I not bsena Jew; the idea of a future mopolitanism id 
not have exercised sucha fascination over me, and never shou'd I have iaboured so 
strenuously and disinterestedly for the realisation of my ideal. But I was always

But, apart from Esperanto, Zamenhof always manifested a deep and touch ng 


interest in Jewish affairs. Atone time he was an ardent Zionist lle established 
at Warsaw the first Zionist Association, known as.” Friends of. Zict More 
mature reflection, however, caused him to abandon the idea of a Jewish political 
nationality. In the year 1901 he published a Russian pamphieton “Liule ism” asa 
project for solving the Jewish question. The main contention of this work iS that 
the troubles of the Jewish people are due to “the pseudo-Dalestinian « ter of 


their religion.” Judaism, he urges, should reform itself and become “ Hillelism 
in other words, a pure monotheism with no other law than that of love of one's 
neighbour. The new Jewish sect should, however, retain its ancient manners and 
customs—as traditions, not as laws. It should also acquire some simple mecium 
of communication, which must not be Hebrew ; and it should obtain a geographi- 
cal centre—preferably in Palestine—which would be the seat of a Jewish synod. 
But not succeeding in making any converts to his ideas, he abanddéned the scheme 
as unworkable, and devoted his energies to the spread of Esperantism, as “a 
commmon ground on which the various races of mankind can peacefully and 
fraternally mingle.” And at the same time that he was working so zealously at 
the invention which has made his name world-famous, he was privately labouring 
in the heart of the Jewish Ghetto with no less devotion, examining thousands of 
cases of trachoma which passed through his hands in connection with a colossal 
emigration from Russia to America and other western lands. Happily, for this 
part of his work Jewry no longer has need, while the Esperantist movement 
survives its brilliant founder, to be taken up, as seems probable, with greater 
energy than ever when the war has run its course.

: THe REV. JOHN CHAPMAN. 


We deeply regret toannounce the death, which took place on Saturday 
last, of the Rev. John Chapman, in his seventy-second year. He had been 
indisposed for a few weeks. 


The issue of the Jewisu CHRONICLE for the 22ad October, 1858, states that 
the Committee of the Western Jews’ Free School “ have sent a promising youth 


anumber of text-books and was the auftffor of. 
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' Orphan Asylum and at his school at Ealing, as well, of course, as those who came 
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named John Chapman to be educated at Jews’ College.” There he was the 
co-student of some of the most prominent of our ministers, among them Hermann 
Adier and Simeon Singer. Of that Institution he subsequently became Secretary, 
and afterwards, for many years, Honorary Secretary. On completing his educa- 
tion, he was appointed mimister at St. Alban's Place (Western Synagogue). We 
find in the issue of the JEwtsH CHRONICLE for February 26th, 1568, the announce- 
ment that at the Western Synagogue, St. Alban's Place, the “WW (early 
service) will terminate on all Sabbaths and Festivais (except Rosh Hashona 
and Yom Kippur, New Year and Day of Atonement at ten o clock. 
The second portion will be resumed at 10.15 and a sermon will be 
delivered on cach occasion by the Rev. M. B. Levy and John Chapman 
alternately.” Mr. Chapman became an active organiser and teacher in the 
Sabbath Classes held at the Jews’ Infant School and at the end of 1563 was 
appointed Headmaster of the Jews’ Hospital, which subsequently became amal- 
gamated with the Orphan Asylum, previously situated at Goodman's Fields. He 
occupied the position of Headmaster for seventeen years, marrying in 1573 Miss 
Annie Rosenbaum, who was then Matron of the institution. In 1876, Mr. 
Chapman established a Jewish Boarding School at Dulwich, which in.1550 was 
transferred to Ealing. The Great Ealing School, as it was named, became a 
famous institution for the education of Jewish youth. Mr. Chapman retired from 
active life in 1909 and has since devoted himself to literary pursuits, his favourite 
subjects being Astronomy and Jewish Literature. Mr. Chapman leaves a widow 
and five daughters and one son, Lieut. Ernest John Chapman, R.T.O., who was 
recently decorated with the Military Cross by the King at Buckingham Palace, 
which was gained for distinguished service in the field, 


SOME TRIBUTES. 


FROM THE REV. I. LIVINGSTONE, 

At the close of his sermon at the Golders Green Synagogue on the last day 
of Passover, the Rev. I. Livingstone made sympathetic reference to the late Rev 
John Chapman and to the loss which their community had sustained by his death, 
Mr. Livingstone said :— 

The passing away of the Rev. John Chapman removes from the Anglo-Jewish 
community one of the few surviving Jews’ College students of his time. His 
death wil! therefore be felt by many who knew him one and two generations ago. 
by those who knew him as Secretary, Assistant Master, and then Hon. Secretary, 
of Jews’ College. Those, too, who were his pupils at the Jews’ Hospital and 


under his influence at Lyndale Hall, will never forget the qualities of mind and 
beart which. made him so charming a personality and so interesting a conver 
sationalist on almost any subject. But may I, one of his most recent 
acquaimtances, refer to the deep regret which is felt by the community at Golders 
Greerrin the success of whose aims he took more than a passing interest. Before 
we obtained the use of St. Alban’s Hall for our services, the Sabbath services 
were held for some time at his house, which was always generously, 
and, of course, gratuitously, placed at our disposal, also for prize distri 
butions and children’s treats. The children at Golders Green wil! indeed mis<« 
him, for he was an ideal speaker to children. The Golders Green Jewish Circle 
too, owes to the Rev. John Chapman a debt of gratitude which it wil) never be 
able to repay. Mr. Chapman's very presence added dignity to any assembly, and 
the society-is indeed fortunate in having had the benefit of his invaluable influence 
atitsinception, Almost his last words were, “ Trust in the Lord.” 


FROM AN OLD PUPIL. 

The passing of John Chapman will create a sense of loss among many 
hundreds of the Old Boys of Great Ealing, School. More than thirty years have 
gone by since the writer went to Ealing, to remain.there for some four years, and 
to keep in touch with the place until the school came to an end. If Mr. 
Chapman was not a great headmaster, he was at least a singularly good one. 
His kindness never failed. The school was like a large household. there was 
recognition and encouragement for all. Every boy knew the Headmaster for a 
friend, and Mrs. Chapman was no less solicitous than her husband for the com- 
fort and well-bsing of everybody. In the years of my sojourn I never remember 
John Chapman dealing with any boy unjustly, unkindly, or with any lack of 
sympathy. He always hada cheerful smile, an encouraging word, and yet the 
discipline was good. We all felt that we could rely upon him, that his kindness 
wasapartofhim. He followed the progress of every boy with an observant eye, 
not only in the school days but in the years that followed, and though he was 
among the most modest of men his judgment was sound and shrewd. !d Boys 
were always delighted to snatch a day from their work to revisit Ealing; 
they were sure of the heartiest welcome from the “ Head” and his wife, and they 
would find that both had kept in touch with their progress. In many parts of 
the world I have met past pupils of Mr. Chapman, and have not heard one of 
them speak of him in terms tbat were not affectionate. We al! knew that: our 
happiness was his pleasure and our well-being his satisfaction. The passing of 
the years brought nochange. To the end he had a welcome for his past pupils ; 
the affection he inspired io us was a life-long possession. 

To the foreign lads sent to England by their parents Mr. and Mrs. Chapman 
showed a true parental! regard, and even those who have not seen them for many 
years will feel they have lost a dear friend. May the knowledge that this is so 
prove a source of consolation to Mrs. Chapman and her children !—S. L. B.

Mr. I. NESTOR-SCHNURMANN, 


In the early bours of April 13th, after a long period ef illness, bravely 
and uncomplainingly borne, there passed away Mr. I. Nestor-Schnurmaan, 
late of Cheltenham College and Christ's College, Cambridge. 


By profession.a teacher, Mr. 1. Nestor-Schnurmann had fer many years beld 
the post of Jewish house-master, first in London to St. Paul's School, and for 
upwards of three and twenty years at Cheltenham’ College, where it was his 
privilege to found Corinth House, from which'he only retired at the close of the 
summer term, 1914, when he ‘felt the necessity of being relieved from his many 
years of arduous work. In thistime many Jewish youths were under bis care and 
reaped the benefit of associating with a man of high ideals and deep scholarship. 
It was ever in his mind to make the Jew respected among the people of all creeds, 
and he himself had the love and esteem of a large circle of friends outside the 
ane denomination, as well as those of his own faith. His activities did not 

inor end with Cheltenham College;.to which ‘he was*so deeply attached. A 
Russian by birth, he published several Russian educational manuals and trans- 
lated some gems of Russian literature. He instructed many officers in Russian, 
and it was a source of no little disappointment to him at the outbreak of war, 
that, owing to failing health, he was unable to accept any proposals mace to him 
to teach Russian, and was prevented by illness from giving the Government the 
service which his knowledge of the Russian, Bulgarian, and Slavonic languages 
would have rendered so valuable. 

The Revolution in Russia fitled him with the keenest joy and enthusiasm, 
and during his last days he spoke happily of the liberation of the Russian Jews, 
free at last. Mr. Nestor-Schnurmann held the position of lecturer in Russian 


esteem and affection from the Principal and Masters of Cheltenbam College and 
from pupils in all parts, bearing the most striking testimony to the love and 
respect he inspired, have been received by his widow, daughter of the late Mr, 
and Mrs. Jonas Bergtheil.

He loved the boys at Corinth House, 
and was, therefore, loved by one and all. He had done a great deal for education 
and bas fully earned the “ night's repose.” 


MR. MOSES EZEKIEL. 


The famous American sculptor, Mr. Moses Ezekiel, died last month in 
Rome, where he had long resided. Born at Richmond (Va.) in 1844, he came 
to Europe in 1559 to study sculpture, and was the first foreigner to win the Prix 
de Rome. While studying in Berlin, he was admitted to the Society of 
Artists, on the merits of his colossal bust of Washington, and he supplemenied bis 
income by acting as correspondent in the Franco-Prussian war. He was arrested 
and imprisoned for.a time asa French spy. When be was liberated he returned 
to Berlin, and from that time on his life became one of success. He went to 
lialy in 1874, and lived at Rome until his death. Mr. Ezekiel occupied a magni- 
ficent studio in the Baths of Diocletian, and his home, which was stored with articles 
of art, was one of the show places of the Eternal City. One of his earliest 
acquaintances was Cardinal Hohenlohe, of Germany, and through bim he met 
Franz Liszt, the composer. He madea bronze bust of Liszt for the Cardinal. 
For the Grand Duke of Saxe-Meiaingen he made copies of his busts of Liszt and 
Hohenlohe. For these he received two royal decorations giving bim the status of 
aknight. He was also decorated by the late and present Kings of Italy. The 
first big work of the sculptor was “ Keligious Liberty,” a marble group shown at 
the Centennial Exposition, and now placed in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia. 
Another monument to his art is “ Virginia Mourning Her Dead,” for the Virginia 
Military Institute, Lexington. Many other examples of his chisel are to be 
seen in the principal art museums and other public buildings, and in public open 
spaces in the United States. His last visit to America was in 1913, in order to 
attend the unveiling of his monument to the Confederate dead in Arlington Ceme- 
tery, on which occasion President Wilson delivered the principal address.

To Stem Absorption. 


Wanted: Classes for Jewish Parents. 


From “P. F.” [To tHe Epiror.] 


Sik,—This subject proves very interesting and thought-compelling to one 
who, like myself, comes into very close and active contact with the young Jewish 
generation of the present time. It is, alas, only too evident that the true Jewish 
Spirit is only conspicuous by its absence among large numbers of Jewish boys and 
girls. They grow up without sufficient Jewish teaching, possessing hazy notions 
about a few Jewish observances; which have never been properly explained 

Some idea of the peculiar ideas which exist in the minds of these children 
may be gathered from the following examples: A boy, who was told that the 
Sabbath should be differentiated by our actions from the rest of the week, was 
quite satishied in his own mind that “ only the ‘ grown-ups’ do that sort of thing.” 
He was going to wait till he was grown up! Again, only the other day, a boy 
quite seriously inquired whether Passover commenced on Good Friday, because 
the Jews crucified the Christian Saviour! These examples are not hearsay, but 
my Own personal experience in the last three weeks. ; 

Such children deserve our sympathy. Many bail from homes from which 
they imbibe little or nothing of the Jewish spirit. Some learn away from home 
of Jewish ceremonial and observance for the first time, but never see them in 
actual practice. 

I have sometimes asked the parenis of such children whether they, who 
observed so little themselves, would like to feel that in a future age there would 
ex st a generation of a Jewish race that had entirely ceased to observe any dis- 
tinctive Jewish ceremonial in their bomes, and whether they should feel any 
satisfaction knowing that theirown apathy and neglect were contributing to bring 
about such a result. They have invariably viewed such a possibility with genuine 
regret—even the most apathetic among them. And yet these very people permit 
their children to grow up in ignorance, seeing nothing of the Jewish home-life; 
with the result that we meet with astate of mind in Jewish children typified by 
tlre examples previously cited. Let me cite another example of such children. 
One who had never actually seen the ancient Seder ceremony observed in his 
home, naturally asked this question: “ Does it matterif you don't have the Seder. 
It doesn't real/y, does it lt really doesn't matter, for example, if the Nelson 
Column in Tratalgar Square were not beautifully decorated every year, but yet 
Linglishmen would be loth to miss Such an annual tribute to the memory ofa 
yreat and glorious day in English annals. Once atime-lronoured observance is 
passed over, it soon becomes easy to go on doing so, and parents might well pause 
before engendering this spirit in our young people. 

A correspondent has, in a previous issue of your paper, suggested the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish kindergarten as a possible aid to the solution of this diffi- 
culty. Ihave no doubt the project, if put into eftect, will be productive of some 
good; but even so it will be no panacea. It touches only a fringe of ‘this 
question of the future of the Jewish Keligion. The growing Jewish boy and girl 
beyond the kindergarten stage will always necessarily be guided by the atmos- 
phere in the home 1 the feeling of parents at whose door must chiefly lie the 
responsibility for thefuture of our ancient faith. Outside teaching—even the very 
best—can make litt!e headway against apathy and indifterence at home 

Desides the kindergarten, it would appear to me to be worth considering 
whether instruction should not be given to those parents who could be induced to 
attend at a conventent time in the week atthe Synagogue, or some suitable 
meeting place. “schoolsfor mothers” are not unknown nowadays, where it isa 
question of the physical welfare of theirchildren. Then why not a school for 
parents in connection with the religious training’’ Perhaps some enterprising 
Jewish minister will consider the possibility of something being done in this 
matter, Once the true spirit is implanted in the parents the problem will be con- 
siderably eased, and the work of such bodies as the Religious Education Board, 
Synagogue Classes, and others, will not be so unproductive in results. 

Let.me give another illustration of this question of the influence of the 
parents. To a well-known Jewish school recently, agenerous testator bequeathed 
The managers have instituted 
a scheme of attractive money-prizes for those who attend at Synagogue on the 
Sabbath. The result, afterafew months. of trial, is sadly disappointing. The 
parents, many of whom are Russian Jews, place ahigher economic value on their 
children's aSsistance in their business than on the lavish money prizes offered by 
the school. Now, what can gocd teaching, even as here, backed up by tempting 
money prizes, do against this kind of parental influence? 
prop2r kind there would b2 no need for bribes to the children, 
from proper homes attend the serv.ces in any case 

It appears to me that even without the tremendous upheaval in Russia, cut- 
ting off the stream of immigration over here, the Jews of that country are in 
numbers of instances just as apathetic as the Jews of this country. There are 
others as well as Russian Jews who exert a good influence and preserve the true 
Jewish spirit in the home. There is no need to single out any one body. Mean- 
while a project like a Jewish kindergarten should be sympathetically viewed by 
all who are concerned for the future of opr Jewish faith and the training of the 
young; but there are other aspecis of the problem which are equally deserving 
of our careful consideration.

Sirx,—The remarks of Mr. Morris Angel seem to have raised such a storm of 
protest that I feel it is the right moment to beg the hospitaMty of your columns 
to express some views which, | am sure, must be common to the majority of 
Anglo-Jewry. 

The recent upheaval in Russia has bred fears in the minds of many prominent 
Jews as to the future of our race, the contention being that the removal of the 
disabilities and persecution under which our Russian brothers have so long groaned 
will, as has happened in this and other countries, serve to alienate our brethren 
from their faith. 

Mr. Angel's outburst is, I think, a timely protest against a condition of things 
which is threatening the existence of our race. The main trouble lies with our 
servcss. As Mr. Angel suggests, this being an English-speaking country, we 
should have our services conducted in English. It is an unfortunate fact that the 
vast majority of Jews who can read Hebrew are unable totransiate. This is what 
makes our services so unintelligible and monotonous to the “ English” Jew, and 
accounts for the chattering and restlessness in synagogue—a state of things that 
would not be tolerated in any other denomination, 

The Sermon, the Prayer forthe Royal Family, and any other portions spoken 
in English, always command silence and respect. Surely that is sufficient evidence 
of the need for a revised service ? 

It is painful to write on such mutters, but it is as well to look at the facts,

WITH KITCHENER WN CAIRO. 


Mr. Sidney A. Mosely achieved a distinct success with his first work, “ The 
Truth About the Dardanelles.” He has now issued a second notable book, 


“ With Kitchener in Cairo” (Cassell), which, while destined to cause discussion, - 


if not provoke controversy, must certainly demand serious attention. The 
volume was originally ready for publication in the early part of 1914, but to all 
intents and purposes it was suppressed, presumably because the authorities ia 
Cairo resented criticism of their actions. Many good books on Egyptian adminis- 
tration have been written in recent years, and some of them by the men who made 
the events, but Mr. Mosely's effort is not on that account superfluous or neg 
ligible. Mr. Mosely displays an intimate knowledge of his subject. He has 
evidently mixed freely with all classes, and writes effectively of the things he bas 
seen and felt. Weare given many a glimpse behind the scenes, and the rarra- 
tive proves the author to be possessed of a quick perception combined with sound 
judgment. The book is very enteriaining and is marked by courage and 
candour. Mr. Mosely has an engaging self-confidence, which would be judged 
distinctly irritating and lacking in good taste, if he had not been proved so 
frequently right. The one weakness of the book is the author's occasional lack 
of perspective. For instance, the chapier on “ The Stolen Tomb of Tari,” is 
only of local and trivial and ephemiral intérest as compared with the chapter on 
“The Adamovitch Scandal, which raised the whole question of the Capitu'a- 
tions, and the right of a foreign consul by a mere request, and without any 
explanation, to direct the Egyptian police to arrest any man and place bim in an 
Egyptian prison 

Mr. Mosely is evidently proud of his profession as a journalist and is not 
lacking in satisfaction with his own achievements “ Coming from London as I 
did, with the blood of the free English Press coursing through my veins, all 
this was strange; and I did not hesitate to say so. At first my journalistic friends 
looked on in anxiety: finally some offered help, but it was the helpof our official- 
ridden people’ (p. xiii.). “At any rate, they were able to realise that squashing 
a journalist with Press connections in London, Paris and New York was not the 
same formality as had often been applied to the majority of journalists in Egypt, 
men whose field of journalistic enterprise had by circumstances been limited to 


the narrow fields of Egypt” ip. 114). 


It is this trait which makes the author look on with too tender an eye on 
nearly everything he wrote in Caro as equally worthy of re-publication. But 
after making due allowance for this pardonable weakness, the work on the whole 


maintains a high level of political thinking and will sensibly add to M:z 
literary reputation

For sentimental and other reasons, it would not do to dispense with our language, 
but couldn't we have the Shacharis service in English, the Mussaph in Hebrew, 
and soon? Periodically the order could be reversed, i ¢,, give the Sbacharis in 
Hebrew, etc. That would at least make the services more interesting. 

In your last issue, Mr. Jouques condemns Mr. Angel's suggestion, and 
quotes his five year old son as being able to read his prayers. I could do the 
same at that age, and so could most Jewish children. But what's the good of 
reading what they don't understand » How often do you see similar instances of 
little boys being commanded to “zoog”™ in synagogue, under the threat of a 
wagging forefinger? The poor kiddies “ zoog” away like steam-engines, without 
the least idea of what it all means, and thus the seed of superstition is p!anted. 
We find that seed bearing fruit in latter years, when the “ Yom Kippur Jew” dons 
his glad-rags and, feeling superstitiously shat it is bis duty, ‘ zoogs’ with as much 
gusto and ignorance as his five year old shadow ! 

Mr. Jonques may be interested to know that as I write I have before mea 
silver watch which I gained at a Jewish religion class for the best Hebrew reading 
in the school. But the translation side of the business was neglected in my case, 
as it is in most others, and I cannot understand any service without referring to 
the left hand page of my book. Indeed devotion under difficulties ! 

And now that I have got thus far, I hope, Mr. Editor, that you will let me 
go the whole hog. (Mine isa kosher hog!) I should like to ask our ministers 
and teachers to clean the barnacles of superstition from our religion. Let them 
make clear to all Jews why we do such things as we may have been commanded 
to do, or may be done by custom. Also, to point out the advantages. It will 
make our Faith far more attractive and convincing. How many Jews realise, for 
instance, that there is a real regard for our health in the law of “koshering,” and 
that salt is a well-known antiseptic. 

Let us have all these puzzles clearly explained, and we will have done much 
to solve the problem of the “not-very-particular” Jew, and of the Marrano 
Gentile. The world is undergoing drastic changes, and our nation looks like 
coming into its own again. Let us ali take a hand in raising the standard. Do 
away with superstition—fthat fungus which has been choking the growth of 
Judaism for so long—and let our faith stand out once more, clean, fresh and 
attractive, like a ship that has come out of dry-dock,

Russian-Born Jews and Military Service. 
FURTHER OUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. KinG asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether there had been received, on or about Jod or 
3rd April, from the Russian Government, a communication suggesting that the 
summary proceedings at how Street in regard to four Kussian Jews arrested on a 
Danish ship at Kirkwall should be discontinued, 

Lord KR. Ceci: The answer is in the athrmative. 

Mr. KtnG asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether the 
Governments of Russia, Japan, Portugal, and the United States, respectively, 
have asked that their citizens resident here who are of military age should be sent 
back to their respective countries to render military service 

Lord Kowerr Ceci The answer is in the affirmative. 

Mr. Kinc asked the Home Secretary whether he is aware of the number of 
Russian subjects in this land anxious to return to Russia forthwith and that many 
of these men, being men of military age, want to fight for their native soi!, which 
is invaded, rather than fight for this country, which has been throughout this 
war secure from invasion: and whether be will make a statement as to the 
facilities open or shortly to be opened whereby the return of these Russians to 
Rassia may both delight and strengthen our Kussian Allies. 

Mr. Brace: I must refer the hon. member to the answers given to his 
questions on 2Iist March and 29th March. Iam not in a position to make any 
further statement at present. 

Mr. Kino asked the Prime Minister whether he was aware that British sub- 
jects of military age are resident in kussia, Italy, Japan, Portugal, France, and 
the United States ; and whether steps had been, or would be, taken to have such 
men recalled or returned here to do their military service. 

Mr. Macrnerson: There has been a steady flow of recruits from the 
countries mentioned, and British subjects resident in those countries are continuing 
to return to undertake military service. 

Mr. Kinc: Have the Governments of these countries been definitely asked 
to send any citizens back ? 

Mr. Macpherson was understood to say no, 


A WORD FOR RUSSIAN-BORN JEWS, 
“ FOREIGNERS” NOT “ALIENS.” 


The Foreign Press Association entertained Mr. Neville Chamberlain at 
luncheon at the Holborn Restaurant on Wednesday, in connection with a move- 
ment on the part of members above military age for volunteering for National 
Service. M.]J].Condurier de Chassaigne, who presided, in the course of his speech, 
according to the Tiss report, observed that they had hearda great deal of the 
Russian Jew problem, and he wished to say that the Russian Jews in the East End 
would obey any orders given to them by the British Government. Those who 
were not of military age were willing to help in National Service, as they felt 
very deeply the position in which they were placed. Some of them had sons 
fighting at the front, and there was not one case of a Russian Jew, born in 
England and in the East Eod of Londén (sic), who bad not done his duty, 
Foreigners in this country hated the word “ alien,” and the first thing the Com- 
mittee of the Association did at the National Service Department was to bring 
about an innovation by which they were to be called “forcigners” and not 
“aliens.” 


Why not a Jewish Legion for Palestine ?

Sir,—As a constant reader and great admirer of your splendid weekly, I hope 
jyou will forgive the liberty I am taking in writing to you, Only pare, unselfish 
feelings for the reputation of my brothers, the much-discussed Russian-born Jews 
n this country, and the great love of our Holy Land, prompts me to do so. 

There are lots of talk and discussion in the columns of your journal week 
after week about the future of Palestine, some of it by great men. This letter is 
not to express my opinion about the right and wrong of what they say. They 
all agree that Palestine will be given back to the Jews under the protection of one 
of the Allies, as does the bulk of the English press. You, also, often deplore the 
attitude of sangfroid of the Russian-born Jews in this country towards service in 
the British Army and the unhappy feelings it creates among their Centile 
neighbours. Now listen to my proposition. Get a Member of Parliament to 
raise this question in the House—a Jewish member or one with the sentiments 
of Mr. Joseph King—gain the Government's sanction to open a special Recruiting 
Office for Russian-born Jews, recruit them solely for military service in Egypt 
against the Turks, with the faithful promise of the British Government in concert 
with the Allies that when the war is won and the Turks driven out of Palestine 
the land of their fathers will be given back to our people. Organise a few 
meetings, get a few good speakers in sympathy with the movement to appeal to 
the fine Jewish feelings, and there is not the smallest vestige of a doubt that this 


| great cause will prove a great success, 1t will reccuit hundreds, nay, thousands of 
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young Jews for such sérvice. The general opinion about this war held by 
Russian-born Jews is that it is not a quarrel of their own seeking ; therefore, they 
are unwilling to sacrifice theic treasure and blood, they refuse to become cannon- 
fodder in a fight that, personally, does not concern them. They still think, and 
think rightly, that no matter how much blood they may shed, there will still be 
many individuals among any Gentile nation that will look askance at them and 
regard them as aliens in the fullest sense of the word. But to fight forthe Holy 
Land is a different matter entirely. After all said to the contrary, the Russian 
born Jew in this country is not hard-hearted, and there certainly is not a tenderer 
corner in his heart than the one where the love of Zion reigns supreme. You 
must touch that spot if you wish him to come forward and offer his treasure, h15 
love of peace, his very life. I feel positive that should the Government promise 
us Palestine if we fight for it directly, and for it alone, hurdreds, yes, and 
thousands, of Jewish young men will come forward willing to take up arms and 
wrest Palestine from the present occupier. 

What young man of to-day does not remember the feelings created by 
learning in “ Cheder” dering his childhood, of Jewish history, the splendour and 
glory of our forefathers commemorated by festivals and holy days? What smal! 
band didn't clutch into a tight fist ready to fight for that land, the glorious land of 
our forefathers, should chance offer itself? Now is the chance, now is the great 
Opportunity to realise the dream of twenty centuries. It is nearer realisation than 
ever it was if we go the right way about it.

Sir,—lI feel, in justice to the Portsmouth Jewish community, that the letter 
by Mr. Samuel Polka, which appeared in your last issue, cannot be allowed to 
pass unanswered. 

I do not intend to pass any Opinion on the question of the enlistment of alien 
Jews in this country. This 1 leave to more competent authorities, but I shal! 
confine myself to the case of Porismouth. Here your correspondent shows an 
utter lack of knowledge of the real facts. ° 


His statement that our “foreign coreligionists remain deaf to all appeals” 


is 
absolutely untrue ; 


for there is hardly a Jewish family here in Portsmouth that 
has not sent one or more of its dear and beloved ones to fight the country's cause. 

The Jewish community of Portsmouth consists of 120 families, of whom at 
least eighty per cent. are of Russian origin. The number of local Jews serving 
in the ranks, or who have: served and have been disabled by wounds, is sixty, 
Some of these are actually Russian-born. Lesides these, some are doing higbly- 
skilled work in H.M. Dockyard and other Government establishments, whils: 
others are members of the V.T.C. The remaining Jews here are either above or 
below military age or are medically unfit. 

As to the accusation that “an alien population has dispossessed the native 
Jewish element,” there is not a single instance here where an alien Jew has 
dispossessed or replaced, in business or otherwise, any native Jew or Gentile who 
bas answered the call of his country. 

In conclusion, I ean confidently say that there has not been a call, national or 
communal, which the Jews of Portsmouth have not most loyally answered.

JEWS AND JEWISH NATIONAL FEELING. 

The Jewish National Movement is, however, cf profound irterest to tLe 
political student, for more abiding reasons. It is the latest manifestation o! 
national self-assertion in Europe, and its appearance is that of quite a new 
nationality, deriving its consc'ousness, inspirations, methods, and even language 
less from inherited tradition and e eogenes c pecuhtarities than from the example 
and isolating conditions of its imt ediate environment. The Zionist wing of 
movement is never tired of clai vere that it expresses an unbroken nation: 
yearning of over two thousand years, but it is very doubtful whether this claim 
can be substantiated. From the time: of Bar Cochba, who raised the flag of 
Jewish revolt for the last time in the year 132, to our own days, there is scarce, 
a trace of Jewish national feeling, in the political sense of the term, in Jewis): 
history and literature. The truth is that the Zionists confuse eschatology wi' 
politics, The Jews were always primarily, and above everything else, a relig 


community, and their rational life in Palesiine was only a phase, a social 


expedient, of their greater history asa Church. The religion could live without 
politics, and d The exiled people, filed with the religion, its cuties, and is 
problems, soon lost their political yearning, and merged their hopes of national 
restoration witl the Messianic teachings of their prophets and sages.

course, true, as the Zionists do not fail to remind us, ti t 
full of pravers for the restoration to Jerusalem, but this is precisely because 
the restoration prayed for was not the satisfaction of a worldly craving, | 
fultilment of a divine scheme of human redemption. Had it ‘ake otherwise, 
it would assuredly not have formed, as it does, the staple of the English* Prayer 
Book and the refrain of its most solemn litaries ae 

Now and again, a poet like Jehuda Halévi would sing of the past national 
glories of Israel, but he evoked no practical echo. Occasiomall, 
Messiah would appear on the scene, but he found few followers. 

The first symptom of a decisive change came from the great Jewish community 
in Russia, in the early eighties. It was due, partly to the frightful massacres and 
other outrages which de vastated the teeming Jewries of the western provinces in 
the spring of 1551, and partly to the example of the other sub-nationalities of 


Western and South-Western Russia, who had also been made to feel the heavy 
hand of Slavophil persecution.

THE BEGINNINGS OF THE MOVEMENT. 


A Jewish physician of Odessa, Dr. Leo Pinsker, advocated the formation of 
a Jewish nationality in a striking pamphlet entitled “ Auto-emancipation,” which 
he published anonymously in Berlin. Impressed by the fact that ant i-Semitism 
was, at the time, not confined to Kassia, however less brutal it might be in other 
countries, he evolved a theory of the perpetual alienage of the je wS, and con- 
cluded that the only cure for it was a Jewish nationality, equal in status, and 
hence in dignity, with other nationalities, and, if possible, w: th a land of its own 
It ts noteworthy that Pinsker makes no appeal to Jewish national tradition, and 
does not even mention Palestine. He rests his case frankly and exclusively on 
the palitical exigencies of the times, and he even recognises the patent absence of 
Jewish national consciousness as a formidable obstacie to the realisation of his 

Not long after the publication of Pinsker's pamphlet, societies were formed 
in Odessa and elsewhere under the name of Choveveit Zion (" Lovers of Zion”), 
for the “peaceful penetration” of Palestine by Jewish agricultural colonists, 
while the historian, Simon Dubnow, began to outline his idea of hoe, act goes 
nationalism " in opposition to the Territorial or Palestinian Nationalists. 

The rise of Russian industrialism under the artificial stimulus of Witte’ s 
protectionist policy found employment for much of this warn d'cuvre, which, 
together with the already considerable artisan class, soon became organised on a 
Trade Union basis, and thus came into close contact with all the wilder spirits of 
Russian democracy. From these Jewish Trade Unions was evolved the famous 
Jewish Bund, one of the most powerful of the revolutionary organisations in 
Russia. At first purely Social Democratic, and averse from ali national, as from 
all social, distinctions, the Bund found itself gradually impregnated with Jewish 
national sentiment,.owing, in part, to the great development of the Yiddish 
language and literature, stimulated by its own political propaganda. 


HERZL, 


The definite crystallisation of this interesting movement was due to the 
ws agen gy of political Zionism in 1897. Until then Zionism, though it was the 
only actual plan of Jewish re-nationalisation before the public, bad timorously 
eschewed political agitation, and had confined itself to the dreaming of dreams, 
and the founding of unambitious colonies in the Holy Land. In 1597 a 
startling impulse was given to the movement by Theodor Herz!, a 
brilliant Viennese journalist, who, afirighted by the progress of anti. 
Semitism in Austria, had come to conclusions in regard to the future of the 
Jews in Europe very similar to those of Pinsker, and had declared for a 
Jewish State in Palestine as the only remedy. But Herzl, unlike Pinsker, was 
used to the ways of the great world, and he took his measures on a scale and wit! 
a flourish which at once stirred the popular imagination.- With his magnificent 
talent for réclame, his imposing Pan-Jewish Congresses, his apparatus of politica! 
committees and financial institutions, and his showy diplomatic activities, he at 
first swept the Russian nationalisis off their feet. From the beginning, how- 
ever, the Bund opposed him. They suspected the Zionists as bowrgeois and 
clerical, and they objected to the whole theory of Zionism, not only as destructive 
of their conception of Russo-Jewish nationality, but as a betrayal of the larger 
cause of Russianfreedom. . . 

Meanwhile, in Austria, where the system of Crownland autonomy had failed 
Owing to the chaotic admixture of the various nationalities, a similar theory of 

autonomy had been evolved. As far back as 1848 it had been thought af, 
and there are clear traces of it in the constitutional. scheme presented to the 
Kremsier parliament by Palacky. It was not, however, till the later nineties that 
comprehensively sindied; and a definite scheme worked out. 
This was the achievement of the Austrian jurist, Rudolf Springer, whose elaborate

SPRINGER'S SCHEME. 


It is not easy, within the limits of this essay, to give more than the barest 
outline of Springer s ingenious system. He starts boldly from the proposition 
that in essence nationality is a personal attribute, and has nothing to do with 
territory. While maintaining the existing Crownland limits, he creates, throughout 
their whole extent, three categories of linguistic circles (1) Uni-National 
circles , (2) Circles in which a given nationality is in a majority , and (3) Circles 
in which it is in a minority. Beyond these circles is what he calls the National 
Diaspora. The circles themselves are represented proportionately in National 
Diets, one for each nationality. Minorities are furthermore protected in local 
administration by a system of proportional representation, or by national 
electoral curi#. Each diaspora beyond the circles is cared for by its 
national Diet, under special treaties with other national Diets. The Diet 
deals with all questions in which national interests, are involved, or in which 
the national idiosyncrasy expresses itself—political rights, public worship, 
justice, emigration, iaterior colonisation, education, literature, art, the theatre, 
and so forth, all being subject toa aniform minimum scheme of essentials laid 
down by the ederal State. Each Diet is empowered to levy taxes and is sup- 
plied with a responsible ministry, presided over by a Secretary of State, who, 
among other functions, represents the nationality in the imperial or federal 
councils, % 

Springer's scheme was in substance accepted by the Jewish national auto- 
nomists in Russia, and it was, indeed, largely through their efforts, and more 
particularly those of the Bund, that Russian public opinion was made familiar 
with it. At its Conference in 1901, the Bund formally adopted the principle of 
national autonomy, but it experienced great difficulty in persuading the Russian 
Social Democratic Party, the so-called “Iskra,” to which it was affiliated, to 
sanction itsaction. . . , 

To-day, national autonomy, more or less on the Springer plan, is an accepted 
principle of all shades of Kussian liberal politics. The princip'e of self-govern- 
ment and equal rights for all nationalities bas taken its place as a necessary 
corollary of the principle of individual freedom and equal rights for all the many 


varieties of Russian citizens. The Jews themselves are no longer as sharply divided } 


as formerly in regard to it, for the Zionists eventually found that they could not 
oppose it, more especially as their own political hopes offered until recently little 
prospect of immediate fulfilment. The Russian Zionists are now only a wing of 
the greater party of national autonomy in Russian Jewry, the chief difference 
between the two bodies being that the Zionists do not regard national autonomy 
as a final solution of the so-called Jewish question. ,. . , 


LATTER-DAY ZIONISM. 


With this political revival (due to the entry of Turkey into the present war) 
bas come a new Zionist teaching, more aggressive; more sweeping and dogmatic 
than any that ever came from Herz! himself. The present leaders, all hailing 
from Eastern Europe, but working in London, Copenhagen, and New York, 
claim the whole body of Jews throughout the world as a separate nationality ina 
state of homelessness, although at least half of Jewry repudiate both the claim. 
and the imputation. They declare, moreover, that, where emancipation does not 
exist, itis not worth striving for, and, where it does exist, it is no remedy, 
Finally, they put forward the creation of a Jewish State in Palestine as the only 
possible and efiective so'ution of the Jewish question. One need not take these 
doctrines very seriously, except in so far as they may be calculated to wreck what- 
ever chances of liberty and happiness there may be at the present mcment for the 
seven millions of unhappy Jews in Eastern Europe. From that point of viewtheyare, 
of course, deplorable, but they are probably a tactical blunder which will pass. 
The Zionists, as a matter of fact, are putting their demands very high, and they feel 
the need of demonstrating a correspondingly large and urgent necessity, but their 
case in this respect has not the support o/ any influential section of Jewry, either 
in the East or the West, and it will not bear a moment's intelligent investigation. 
In any event, it is not likely to achieve its aim. But, even if it does succeed to 
the extent of paving the way for the establishment of some kind of Jewish 
political centre in Palestine, it is certain that it will leave the general situation of 
the Jews elsewhere unchanged, and thus will proveof no practical value. What- 
ever improvement is to be etiected in that direction must come from the progress 
of general emancipation, and more particularly from the national autonomy 
movement in Russia. That movement isa natural movement, entirely in harmony 
with its Russian environment, and with the conditions of modern political life, 
and it offers a complete and practicable solution for the Jewish problem, so far as 
it is a political problem. Nor is its usefulness confined to Russia. In Austria it 

‘has already approached the stage of constitutional realisation, and it is quite 
possible that in the Balkans, where the same ethnographic confusion prevails, -its 
value will also be recognised. . . . 

The Jewish secular nationality in the East, admirable though it be in many 
ways, isa new and utterly revolutionary departure in Jewish life. It is not 
essentially bound up with Judaism, and even in its Zionist form might conceiv- 
ably exist without it, or indeed without any religion at all. In Russia it has 
already opened its doors to baptised Jews, and a very cursory examination of the 
foreign Jewish colony in the East End of London will suffice to show that the 
substitution of the national for the religious bond has operated destructively 
against all religious observance, and has not made for the spiritual well-being of 
the community. On the other band, in the purely religious communities of 
Western Jewry, we have the perhaps unworthy, but still lineal, spiritual heirs of 
the law-givers, prophets, and teachers who, from the dawn of history, have con- 
ceived Israel, not primarily as a political organism, but as a nation of priesis, the 
chosen servants of the Eternal. 

The article from which the above extracts are taken was read by Mr. Wolf, 
as an address at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, on March 10tb, and a report of 
the proceedings appeared in our issue of March 15th. 


THE FUTURE OF THE HOLY LAND. 


Miss Pallen-Bury presided last Monday at the Lyceum Club over the weekly 


dinner. The subject of discussion was the future of the Holy Land. Dr. C. 
WEIZMANN, President of the English Zionist Federation, in the course of an 


address, referred to the invasion of Palestine by the British Army, and said there 
Ought to be conditions somewhere where the Jew could live ina majority. Such 
conditions in Europe were impossible, and the only possible country was Palestine. 
At present there were about 300,000 Jews in Palestine, and definite institutions 
bad been established for the settling of Jews on the land. The same army which 
had carried freedom to the Euphrates would carry it to the sources of the Jordan and 
to Mount Hermon. Mr. JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD said that the gratitude of the 
whole Jewish people went out in overflowing waves to those who were redeeming 
Palestine. It was only England that would have drawn the sword for Belgium, 
it was only the British Empire that was willing to battle for the restoration of a 
small people like the Jews. Dr. E, W. Masterman and Canon Parfitt also spoke. 

The Palestine Committee for the Promotion of Jewish Economic Interests in 
Palestine met on Monday in London, undes the chairmanship of Dr. Weizmann, 
and approved of a scheme promoted by the English Zionist Federation for giving 
advice and help to all who intend to settle in that part of the world. The Com. 
mnittee also approved the declaration of the Federation expressing profound thanks 
for the prospect of Jewish emancipation in Russia, 


ZIONISTS AND NEW RUSSIA,

PETROGRAD. 
A representative meeting of Zionists bas been held at Petrograd. The 
meeting resolved to call upon the Russian Jews to support the new Government, 
to work for the development of the Jewish National ideals in Russia, and for the 
realisation of the Zionist aims in Palestine. 


PALESTINE COMMITTEE. 


The Palestine Committee at its meeting (presided over by Mr. L. Kessler) on 

Monday, issued a communication stating in part :— 
It is hoped that this Committee, consisting as it does of business men, engineers avd 
men of science, will be able to give useful advice and help to all who have interests in 
Palestine or who are thinking of acquiring such interests; but it is not superfluous to 
emphasise that it is also of great importance for the Zionist movement asa whole. The 
first condition for guarding against failure of any undertaking is to place it on a sound 
financial and technical basis. The Committee, in order to help in overcoming initial diffi- 
culties, will, as occasion requires, critically examine the basic conditions of all projects, 
and more especially of all those for which public support is asked. The Committee desires 
to place at the disposal of societies and individuals the special knowledge of its expert 
members.

MEETING AT CARDIFF. 

Last Sunday, a lecture entitled “ The Solution of the Jewish Problem, ' was delivered 
by Mr_N. S. Burstein at the Jewish Institute (Literary Section). Mr. Leo Joseph, J.P., 
presided. Letters which had been received by Mr. Burstein from the Bishop of 
Llandaff, Mr. Israel Zangwill, and Mr. Herbert Bentwich, were read 

The Bishop of Liandafi wrote: “1 am entirely in sympathy with the desire for the 
re establishment of the Jewish nation in Palestine, and 1 am inclined to think that the 
most practicable way of bringing about such a result would be to establish, for the 
present at least, a British Protectorate over that iand and to invite and encourage the 
settlement there of as many members of the Jewish race as can find in it a happy home 
and an outlet for their energies and capacities. The development -of such a scheme 
would, I think, be fruitful in blessings for themselves, their native land, and for the 
world.” 

In the course of his letter Mr. Zangwill wrote: “1 do not know what you mean by 
saying | have returned to Zionism. My position is absolutely unchanged. If there isa 
possibility of making a real Jewish State in Palestise, even though it could never be a 
full political solution of the Jewish problem, I am heartily at one with the effort to 
create it, and have never been otherwise. But if Zionism means that only in Palestine 
can such a creation be achieved, 1 am no more in accogd with that proposition.” 

Mr, Burstein said that the Jews who had been fatalist8 were now awaking from 
their torpor. Friends all the world over were ready to help them the moment they 
saw that the Jews were earnestly trying to help themselves. 

Councillor Dr. G. N. W. THOMAS moved a resolution (which was seconded by the 
Rev. H. JEREVITCH, and supported by the Rev. H. HAMBURG and Messrs. J. Lewis and 
B. JACOBs, and carried unanimously), declaring “ that the re-establishment of the Jewish 
nation in Palestine is the only possible permanent solution of the world-wide Jewish 
problem, and asks the British Government to take action and such measures as may be 
deemed necessary for the fulfilment of it when the opportune time for the settlement of 
the grievances of all nationalities shall arrive.” 

Thanks were accorded to the Lecturer on the motion of Mr, GOLDMAN (Chairman 
of the Literary Section), seconded by Mr. B, JANNER, B.A,

“ living” bodies—not merely edifices. 

With a few insignificant exceptions the Council embraces all Friendly 
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Societies and Trade Unions, one of which alone-has a membership of 1,500. 
With reference to your correspdndent's “give and take” policy, the Council 
is prepared, and willing to “ give” representation to those outstanding synagogues 
or any other isolated institution, and “take” their representatives on the 
Council. 
Would it occur to any reasonable mind to suggest that a Council, which at 
its infancy embodies the major portion of Manchester Jewry, is to compromise 
with a-body (practically the whole of which is already contained in the represen- 
tative Council), or with the self-appointed “ three, five, and seven guinea” pieces.

Hebrew and Religious Education 
and the Schoo! Board.

From Mr. H. M. LANGMAN, 47, North Albion Street. (To THe Epiror.] 


' Str,—Mr. Wainstein is evidently displeased to learn from the report published 
in your columns that I am responsible for the tuition of Hebrew and Religion in 
two public schools in Glasgow. I may here state that I have been connected with 
the Talmud Torah School as Treasurer and Convenor for the past six years. Four 
years ago, in a letter which was published in your valuable paper, I pointed out the 
deplorable state of the religious education ofthe children in the South Side. On 
eareful inquiry I found that 1,070 Jewish children attended two schools which are 
situated in the midst of a thickly-populated Jewish centre. The majority of these 
children were unacquainted with the merest radimenis of Hebrew and Religion, 
When the Representative Council came into existence, I attended several] of their 
meetings with the object of persuading them to approach the Schoo! Board with 
a view to obtain facilities for teaching*these children Hebrew. It is quite 
correct that the motion to grant a special school for Jewish children 
was defeated. Some considerable time later I again approached the Representative 
Council on the matter. Their reply was: “ Thisis war time ; we cannot do anything.” 
It was, therefore, decided by a few members of the Talmud Torah Committee 
to approach the School Board. We were informed that the offer to the Kepre- 
sentative Council to grant, Jewish children one hour each moraing in schoo! for 
the purpose of teaching Hebrew had been withdrawn in consequence of their 
non-acceptance of the offer at the time. As to the granting of a special sctiool 
for Jewish children, the Board could not see their way to do so for two reasons. 
It was considered undesirable to draw any distinction between Jewish and non- 
Jewish children—thus establishing a bad precedent and enabling other denomi- 
nations to come forward with a request for separate schools. After much 
negotiation we were granted permission to substitute Hebrew and religion for the 
existing religious ciesses for one hour each morning. The two schools in 
which we were granted these facilities are Buchan Street and Adelphi Terrace, 
at which 750 and 320 Jewish children attend respectively. It was decided as an 
experiment to begin with the school at which fewer pupils attend. Thisexperiment 
has been fully jastifted by the excellent results achieved. With theable assistance

If the Representative Council bave really the Hebrew edacation of our future 
generation at heart, upon the importance of which I need not enlarge, by all means 
let them form an [:ducational Board to make the most of existing opportunities 
and to obtain farther concession if possible.

“ Democracy and Jewish Religion.”

Sir,—The whole of Mr. Montefiore's lecture on “ Democracy and the Jewish 
Relivion” shows to my. mind the uneasiness and uncertainty of the lecturer's 
taought. No wonder that some of his listeners made sweeping assertions ' 

But 1 willtry, with my feeble pen, to pull up those who might have been 
cacred away by Mr. Montefiore’s so-called liberal, but extremely un-Jewish 
jleas First of ail, what is Democracy ’ If we get to understand what Demo.- 
cracy ‘really means, we shal! be able better to judge whether the Jewish 
Religion is consistent with Democracy. The ordinary definition of the word 
Democracy is*a condition cf direct popular government, by the people, 
for the people,” the executive. powers being vested in representatives 
elecied by the people. But what tlre thinking mar expects from democratic 
government is, tvat.the leaders thereof should be filed with “sufficient faith in 
the power of rectitude to inspire them with the broad design to administer the 
Siate on the principle of right and love.” In short, Democracy is directly 
opposed to Dictatorship, and its prime object is to bestow on the citizens the 
happiness of freedom 

Now, let us see if the Jewish religion is really conformable with Democracy. 
When we say the Jewish religion, of course we mean the Torah, upon which the 
spiritual, moral, physical, and political life of the individual Jew, as well as_ of 
the whole Jewish nation, is based, The Torah tells us of the Jewish transition 
from slavery to freedom. This, the first step to Democracy, occurred 3,230 years 
ag, and up to the present day the professing Jew remains, throughout all 
prec trious vi ‘ssitudes in his existence, a true Democrat. 

The Torah is full of democratic doctrine thus: “ Love thy neighbour as thy- 
self". . for Mineisall the earth; ” “The stranger, that dwelleth with 
you. shall be unto you as one born among you, and thou shalt love him as thy- 
self.” “ Ye shall not respect persons, in judgment; as the small, so also the great 
shall ye hear . . .;" and s92 on, andso forth. On every occasion the Jew 
was reminded that “the heavens are for God, and the earth He gave unto the 
sons of man,” to govern, not on dictatorial, but on democratic principles. “And 
thy brother shall live with thee ” is the very acme of Democracy, ahd the power 
of love as the basis of a State is the mervus rerum ofthe Jewish religion. The 
Torah teaches Israel to rid itself of Dictatorship, Hierarchy, and all other forms 
of rule that enslave the human family, and to build up the self-consciousness of 
every member of the nation. | 

‘Damocracy,” says Mr. Montefiore, “looks with suspicion upon religion 
because of its teaching about the better world and the life beyond the grave.” 
This is surely absurd so far as the Jewish religion is concerned. Let Mr. 
Montefiore show us where there is, in the Jewish Bible, “immense stress laid on 
the Olam habah—the world to come.” . . . As a matter of fact, not a 
sentence, not even a word in the whole of the Torah mentions anything about the 
Olam habah. The Jewish Bible has no mention of blind belief in “the evidence 
of things not seeg :” but immense stress upon this world permeates it. “And it 
shall come to pass, if ye shall hearken diligently unto my commandments . . , 
‘that I will give you the rain of your landinits season. . . And I will give 
grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou shalt eat and be satisfied ;” “‘ And God 
give thee of the dew of Heaven, and of the fatness of the earth, and plenty of corn 
and wine . . .” These are plain words, containing no allurements for a world 
tocome. Let me direct Mr. Montefiore's attention to the Thirteen Articles of the 
Jewish Creed formulated by Moses Maimonides, and he will surely find nothing 
in them “which puts men off and fobs them with the delusive prospect ofa life 
beyond the grave.” | | 

With oan Jew, the question: “ Does Democracy Need Religion ? admits 
of no argument. The religious Jew, to whom the Torah is a “tree of life, 
cannot be otherwise than democratic, because Democracy is part and parcel of 
his religion. To him there is no “ paradox of reconcilement ” between 
Democracy and Religion to achieve. The highest aim of government, according 
to all the doctrines of the Torah, is the culture and happiness of men, which 
means Democracy in its purest sense, and “if men can be educated, the institu- 
tions will share their improvement, and the moral sentiment will write the law of 

As to the Jewish belief in Olam habah, it is based on the lofty and sublime 
ideas and interpretations of our great rabbis and sages, and has been ingrafied in 
the lewish heart and mind with all its hopesand longings. But it has never been 
held out as a bait to induce a Jéw to do what is right and just from man to mao, 
and therefore has nothing to do with the question of Democracy,

In these words Tolstoi but voices 
what bas, for ages, baftied the foes of Israel and been 
the wonder of his friends. How comes it that, after 
being for nineteen centuries “trampled and beaten as 
the sand,” the Jew emerges more indomitable than ever > 


VANISHED EMPIRES. 


The great monarchies of the world—Egypt, Assyria‘ 
Babylon, Macedonia, Rome—have vanished as a dream, 
but the Jewish race, like Tennyson's brook, “goes on 
for ever "—a gulf stream in the mighty ocean of nations, 
flowing steadily on, refusing to mingle with the sur 
rounding waters, while the fierce fires of age-long hatred 
and age-long persecution have been unable to dry up its 
waves, which are red with the blood of martyrs. W bat 
is the explanation of this mystery’ The answer is not 
far to seek :— 


“For, in the background, figures vague and vast, 
Qf patriarchs and of prophets rose sublime, 
And all the great traditions of the past, 
They saw reflected in the coming time.”

But’ 
in that “ twilight of fable’ in which the line of Pontifis 

began, the sun of the Jewish priesthood was already 

high in the Heavens. 


A GREAT CHAIN. 


Throughout centuries of exile, captivity, tortare and 
massacre the hearts of the Jews have thrilled at the 
stories of the noble deeds of their ancestors, and they’ 
have been kept alive by the hope, nay, the certainty of 
faith—that these deeds were but links in the great 


‘chain of their “thousand-year story.” They believed . 


that the deliverance from Egypt was but a forerunner 
of a greater deliverance from exile at some period in- 
the future; and in the return from the Babylonian 
captivity, and the re-building of the walls of Jerusalem, 
when “everyone with one of his hands wrought in the 
work, and with the other hand held a weapon,” they 
saw the reflection of another permanent return. 


THE PROMISE. 


Yet those other nations, which are now dead, they, 
too, had their traditions; their children, also, listened 
with breathless interest to tales of deeds of valour 
wrought by their forefathers. Nevertheless, the Roman 
nation, which ruled the world, fefl ignominiously, while 
a little, insignificant nation, subdued and oppressed by 
the.world, lives to this day ' For, while the leaders of 
Rome gave to the Roman people for their ideal “ panem 
et circenses "bread and games—the Jewish people 
were receiving from their prophets something to live 
for, a promise, distant and radiant as the stars—the 
promise of the coming of the Messiah! This promise 
is the glorious heritage of the Jew - this it is that makes 
him bear cheerfully the rigorous duties and obligations 
of the religion of his fathers. Take away his tradition 
from the Jew and you take his very life, for it is that 
by which he lives!
